I aa of Bourbon has introduced three 
companion bills on thto subject aad 
they have already passed the senate. 
The first bill paaiMd la known as tbe 
Indeterminate aeatence law. aad pro- 
vides that the circuit Judge Buat fix 
the aenteaee of the convicted man af- 
ter the Jury haa pronounced him guil- 
ty, and says further that the Judge 
shall not flx a aentonee for a shorter 
period than the minimum penalty nor 
one longer than the maximuai pen- 
alty. The aecond bill provldsa for a 
more conprebenalTe ayatem of grant* 
Ing parolee to oonvicto who have 
obeyed the rules and ahowa taUUci^ 
tlons of penitence aSd raformatkm. 
It further provldea that ao convict 
shall be paroled who haa not aenred 
as loag aa the minimum penalty term 
for the crime for which he waa con- 
victed, and that, whan ha to par^aS. 
the agent of the atata (provldo4 tar 
In the law) ahall aecure him some 
employment before be to releaaed. It 
win ba the duty of thto agent »t keep 
track of each paroled maa aad have 
him bought back If ha mtobahavea 
himself. 

The third bill, which passed tha 
senate Friday, provldea that one Of 
the penttenttorles shall ba converted 
Into a atate reformatory ia whl<.-h 
shall be confined no ccmvlct over SO 
yeara of age and no man who has 
been convicted more than once, even 
if he la under 80. Theae three meae- 
urea. if all become the law, are ex- 
pected to make a decided improve- 
ment In prison conditions, as they 
are along the llnea ot laws that have 
been succeaafully operated In a num- 
ber of other statee. The stote agent 
under thto law will also be required 
to look after tbe children who are re- 
leased on parole from the aehoola of 
reform at I.«xlnRton.
